which the vehicles depreciate, 
and thus provides greater in­ 
centive for the owners to keep 
the vehicles on the road longer. 
Second, the basic theory of 
periodic safety inspection is that 
vehicles 
w hich 
a re 
b ette r 
m aintained are less likely to be 
involved in collisions with other 
vehicles or objects. Obviously, 
the fewer accidents a car is 
involved in during its life, and-or 
the less severe the cost dam age 
sustained in accidents, the lower 
the cost of repair and thus the 
g re a te r 
the 
likelihood the 
vehicle will rem ain in operation. 
Periodic motor vehicle in­ 
spection is opposed by many 
because they 
fear the cars 
removed from the road as a 
result will be vehicles owned by 
people in low-income brackets. 
The 
Swedish experience did 
show that a fairly large number 
of cars were “ retired’’ during 


the first year of the program . 
This is a consequence which 
cannot be avoided, but it is 
short-lived and thereafter the 
cars which are purchased by 
people in low-income brackets 
are in better condition and will 
last longer.

First, and most important, the

effect of reducing the rate at 
which the vehicles depreciate, 
and thus provides greater in­ 
centive for the owners to keep 
the vehicles on the road longer. 
Second, the basic theory of 
periodic safety inspection is that 
vehicles

maintained are less likely to be 
involved in collisions with other 
vehicles or objects Obviously, 
the fewer accidents a car is 
involved in during its life, and-or 
the less severe the cost damage 
sustained in accidents, the low er 
the cost of repair and thus the 
g reater the likelihood the 
vehicle will remain in operation 
Periodic motor vehicle in­ 
spection is opposed by many 
because they fear the cars 
removed from the road as a 
result will be vehicles owned by 
people in low-income brackets 
The Swedish experience did 
show that a (airly large number 
of cars were “ retired’’ during 


the first year of the program 
This is a consequence which

The Missouri Department of Consumer Affairs 
urges you to heed the followlngadvice to Improve your 
food shopping skills. 
Unit pricing helps 
Unit pricing is a system that can help you select the 
most economical buy for a particular product. Many 
grocery stores now use this system of pricing in which 
a tag is displayed on the shelf below the product 
showing the cost of the item per unit such as ounce or 
pound. 
For instance, how could you figure which is the best 
buy: 16 ounces at 48 cents or 18 ounces at 74 cents? 
Without unit pricing you would have to 
be a 
mathematical whiz, but a unit price tag would show 
the smaller size is more economical at 3 cents per 
ounce than the other, which costs 4.1 cents per ounce. 
Unit pricing also helps you uncover two important 
facts: (1) Despite a low cost per container, individual 
serving sizes may be relativesly expensive; (2) the 
large containers may not be the best buy. 
If unit pricing is not available in the store where you 
shop, you can still compare brands and sizes by the 
cost per unit by using a pocket calculator or taking 
along paper and a pen and figuring the cost yourself. 
It's worth the effort. 
Package dates avoid waste 
It's to your advantage to receive maximum use of a 
product.

Co., the state’s two largest 
electric companies, were filed 
Monday with the Missouri Pub­ 
lic Service Commission. 
They provide for an eight- 
cent reduction in the average 
Union 
Electric 
customer’s 
monthly bill and a 62-cent de­ 
cline in the average monthly 
bill of KCP&L customers. 
A spokesman for St. Joseph 
Light & Power Co. said negotia­ 
tions toward a settlement be­ 
tween the company and inter­ 
ested parties are still under 
way, and an agreement is ex­ 


pected to be reached easily. He 
said the average customer’s 
monthly bill would drop be­ 
tween 90 cents and $1. 
The PSC must approve the 
compromises for all three com­ 
panies before they can go into 
effect. 
The removal of charges for 
unfinished power plant con­ 
struction was ordered by voters 
Nov. 
2 
when 
they 
over­ 
whelmingly approved a new 
state law prohibiting customer 
payment for power plants until 
they 
begin 
generating elec­ 
tricity. Under that law, such 
current charges must be re­ 
moved by Feb. 1. 
The citizen effort to institute 
the ban was prompted by the 
commission’s authorization ear­ 
lier this year for the three com­ 
panies to recover costs of long- 
range 
construction 
projects. 
KCP&L was permitted to in­ 
clude $59 million in its rate 


base for work on two new coal- 
fired plants, Union Electric was 
allowed $27 million for work on 
its nuclear power plant and St. 
Joseph was authorized $7.6 mil­ 
lion for its new coal-fired plant. 
According to the agreements 
in the case of Union Electric 
and KCP&L, there will be no 
effort to conduct a fullscale in­ 
vestigation 
into 
the 
rate 
changes, which are somewhat 
less than the maximum reduc­ 
tion that could have been or­ 
dered. 
A negotiated settlement was 
reached because there is not 
enough time, the agreements 
between the utilities and con­ 
sumer interests said, “for a full 
hearing and determination by 
the commission of just and rea­ 
sonable rates to be charged for 
Missouri retail electric service 
furnished on Feb. 1,1977, based 
on then current costs of such 
service.” 


In return for the compromise 
on rate reductions, Union Elec­ 
tric agreed to institute the low­ 
er rates on Jan. 1, a month ear­ 
lier than required. 
Both utilities agreed there 
would be no increase in the 
maximum return they are now 
allowed on their investment. 
The commission said originally 
the return rate was being low­ 
ered because the companies 
were being allowed to charge 
for construction work in prog­ 
ress. 
KCP&L, however, will be eli­ 
gible to begin collecting on its 
$50 million investment in one of 
the new power plants in May, 
when it begins operation.

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
77 years of age and feel fine. 
The doctor claims I have 
diabetes on the basis of tests 
although I have none of the 
symptoms such as thirst, 
weight loss or frequent urina­ 
tion. He wants an expensive 
check every two months 
which I feel is excessive. I 
test my urine which is sugar 
free. 
Having spent over $1,300 
with this doctor and not show­ 
ing any symptoms, I would ap­ 
preciate any advice you can 
offer. 
DEAR READER - The 
symptoms of diabetes you 
mention occur after the dis­ 
ease had advanced to the point 
that one is losing a lot of sugar 
in the urine. Many diabetics 
are asymptomatic. It is an 
oversimplification, but the 
mildest diabetic has a normal 
fasting test, and diabetes is 
found only with blood tests 
taken after drinking sugar 
water or after eating. The 
next most severe diabetic 
may have an abnormally high 
fasting blood glucose level. 
Finally, the more advanced 
diabetic will have symptoms. 
The early diabetic is often 
overweight until the weight- 
loss phase begins 
It would be difficult to know 
if your doctor’s charges are 
excessive or not without 
knowing all of your problems 
and what you have had done. 
If you think you have been 
overcharged you should ask 
the doctor about it. If you are 
still not satisfied I would 
suggest that you take the 
matter up with the county 
medical society. The society 
will have a board to handle 
such complaints and will 
review your case for you.

DEAR DR. LAMB — Seven 
years ago I had a large plan­ 
tar wart burned out of the ball 
of my foot. Scar tissue formed 
in the hole. As I walk a callous 
builds up, and I shift my 
weight to my other foot, so 
now my hip is bothering me. I 
trim this callous once a week. 
Is there any possible way I 
could have this scar tissue 
completely removed from my 
foot? And what kind of doctor 
should I see about it? 
DEAR READER - I hate 
to use you as a bad example 
but that is what your case 
represents. One can bum out 
warts from many locations or 
they can be cut out, but one 
shouldn’t do this with a plan­ 
tar wart. Why? Because too 
often a painful scar develops, 
and then one has a sore foot. 
Warts will disappear in time. 
Even if it takes five or six 
years it is better to suffer with 
the wart and apply local treat­ 
ment to the bottom of the foot 
than it is to have it cut or 
burned out and suffer from a 
painful scar the rest of one’s 
life. 
I can’t say how much can be 
done for your problem at this 
point. However you should go 
to see an orth op ed ic 
specialist. He may be able to 
help you. He will also know 
what can be done about that 
painful hip. 
Your problem illustrates 
another feature of the 
skeleton. If you have foot trou­ 
ble it may affect how you 
walk, your balance and even 
the alignment of your spine all 
the way to the head. Your feet 
are the foundation of your 
skeleton. If you get them out 
of kilter it is like disturbing 
the foundation of a house, ana 
the whole stru ctu re is 
affected.

mine much of what goes on in the nation. 
That is, a series of presidents and their aides have found 
that orders given are delayed interminably in execution or so 
modified as to be ineffective, or to produce a result 
diametrically opposite that intended. 
Most of these powerful bureaucrats are extremely able. 
Though some have risen to high position on seniority alone, the 
majority have arrived there through expertise. They know the 
ins and outs of their domains so thoroughly that nothing moves 
up to senior officials or down to the action men without their 
approval, or indeed, without their imprint. 
Many of these men and women have come to the conclusion 
that they, more than any president, cabinet official or other 
political appointee, know what should be done for the good of 
the country. Each has his own political philosophy, which may 
be radically different from that of an incumbent president. 
In some cases, these key bureaucrats have built close 
alliances with influential senators or representatives or 
members of their staffs. They are thus able in many cases to 
assure that the laws passed will meet their needs and conform 
to their beliefs. Their budgets will pass readily with few 
changes. 
They may also profit personally. Those who cooperate close­ 
ly with Congress sometimes find that promotions come their 
way despite opposition from superiors in the department in 
which they work. Admiral Rickover is a well-publicized case 
in point. 
This is not to say that these men and women are basically 
self-serving. Some are, of course. More, I believe, are not. 
They simply believ that, because of their experience, they are 
right. 
Congressmen come to depend on these strategically placed 
kingpins. For one thing, the bureaucrats know what they are 
doing and congressmen usually do not. The insert of a 
paragraph here or there in proposed legislation can save a 
senator or representative headaches later. 
Then too, there is frequently a personal payoff for 
cooperative congressmen. If a legislator wins the approval of 
a powerful bureaucrat, he can count on favors. For con­ 
stituents, there will be job openings, special consideration in 
applying a federal law or access to hard-to-get information. 
Tne congressman and his staff can also profit by the ready 
opening of doors that otherwise would be closed, or in being 
spared checks and inspections that could otherwise be em­ 
barrassing. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater once suggested that key bureaucrats 
be shifted from one department to another from time to time 
in order to break the power that each wields in his kingdom. 
Under present law, about the only effective method for 
bringing about such transfers — thereby breaking cliques — is 
by reorganizations, even when such result in new departments 
and organizational structures no more efficient than the old. 
Despite the favorable statements which followed Mr. 
Carter’s recent visit with Congressmen, the new president is 
almost certain to find that when things get down to the nitty 
gritty his plans for reorganization will be so modified he will 
have far less power over the federal establishment than he 
desires.

Having spent over $1,300 
with this doctor and not show 
ing any symptoms. I would ap­ 
preciate any advice you can 
offer. 
DEAR READER - The 
symptoms of diabetes you 
mention occur after the dis­ 
ease had advanced to the point 
that one is losing a lot of sugar 
in the urine Many diabetics 
are asymptomatic. It is an 
oversimplification, but the 
mildest diabetic has a normal 
fasting test, and diabetes is 
found only with blood tests 
taken after drinking sugar 
water or after eating 
The 
next most severe diabetic 
may have an abnormally high 
fasting blood glucose level 
Finally, the more advanced 
diabetic will have symptoms 
The early diabetic is often 
overweight until the weight­ 
less phase begins 
It would be difficult to know 
if your doctor's charges are 
excessive or not without 
knowing all of your problems 
and what you have had done 
If you think you have been 
overcharged you should ask 
the doctor about it If you are 
still not satisfied I would 
suggest that you take the

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Neither economy nor efficiency 
will be the major objective in President-elect C arter’s up 
coming moves to reform the federal bureaucracy 
Control is the name of the game 
At least three recent presidents — Kennedy , Johnson and 
Nixon — and a series of Cabinet officials have been angered or 
infuriated by their inability to have their orders obeyed by the 
rulers of small kingdoms scattered throughout the 
departments and agencies which run Washington and deter­ 
mine much of what goes on in the nation 
That is. a series of presidents and their aides have found 
that orders given are delayed interminably in execution or so 
modified as to be ineffective, or to produce a result 
diametrically opposite that intended 
Most of these powerful bureaucrats are extremely able 
Though some have risen to high position on seniority alone, the 
majority have arrived there through expertise They know the 
ins and outs of their domains so thoroughly that nothing moves 
up to senior officials or down to the action men without their 
approval, or indeed, without their imprint 
Many of these men and women have come to the conclusion 
that they, more than any president, cabinet official or other 
political appointee, know what should be done for the good of 
the country Each has his own political philosophy, which may 
be radically different from that of an incumbent president 
In some cases, these key bureaucrats have built close 
alliances with influential senators or representatives or 
members of their staffs. They are thus able in many cases to 
assure that the laws passed will meet their needs and conform 
to their beliefs Their budgets will pass readily with few 
changes 
They may also profit personally Those who cooperate close­ 
ly with Congress sometimes find that promotions come their 
way despite opposition from superiors in the department in 
which they work Admiral Rickover is a well-publicized case 
in point 
This is not to say that these men and women are basically 
self-serving Some are, of course More, I believe, are not 
They simply believ that, because of their experience, they are 
right 
Congressmen come to depend on these strategically placed 
kingpins For one thing, the bureaucrats know what they are 
doing and congressmen usually do not The insert of a 
paragraph here or there in proposed legislation can save a 
senator or representative headaches later 
Then too. there is frequently a personal payoff for 
cooperative congressmen If a legislator wins the approval of 
a powerful bureaucrat, he can count on favors For con 
stituents. there will be job openings, special consideration in 
applying a federal law or access to hard-to-get information 
The congressman and his staff can also profit by the ready 
opening of doors that otherwise would be closed, or in being 
spared checks and inspections that could otherwise be em­ 
barrassing 
Sen Barry Goldwater once suggested that key bureaucrats 
be shifted from one department to another from time to time 
m order to break the power that each wields in his kingdom 
Under present law, about the only effective method for 
bringing about such transfers — thereby breaking cliques — is 
by reorganizations, even when such result in new departments 
and organizational structures no more efficient than the old 
Despite the favorable statements which followed Mr 
C arter’s recent visit with Congressmen the new president is 
almost certain to find that when things get down to the nitty 
gritty his plans for reorganization will be so modified he will 
have far less power over the federal establishment than he 
desires.
